Canada  Keeping  Abreast 


The  decision  of  Ihe  federal  government 
to  go  ahead  with  the  construction 
of  Canada's  first  full-scale  radio-telescope, 
at  a Penticton  site  selected  for  iU  freedom 
from  interference,  is  an  imporUnt  one. 
This  means  that  the  Dominion  will  keep 
abrea.st  of  the  latest  advances  of  the  day 
In  stellar  physics,  reinforce  its  own  fine 
contribution  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
world,  and  benefit  from  first-hand  re- 
search in  the  ever-widening  field  of  ultra 
short-wave  radiation. 

The  new  radio-telescope  at  Penticton 
will  be  fully  comparable  to  the  huge 
eJ^tro-magnetic  "lens"  operating  for  the 
past  year  at  Jodrell  Bank  in  Cheshire, 
England,  which  was  the  only  instrument 
In  the  West  capable  of  keeping  an  accu- 
rately sustained  check  on  what  the  two 
Russian  “Sputnik"  satellites  were  doing. 
Ironically.  Rassian  scientists  asked  for 
Jodrell  ^nk  "fixes"  on  Sputnik  II  when 
they  had  apparently  lost  track  of  It  them- 
selves. British  scientists  supplied  the 
information,  through  the  appropriate 
committee  of  the  international  Geophysi- 
cal Year. 

Although  its  uses  are  highly  technical, 
the  purpose  of  a radio-telescope  is  not. 
In  essence,  it  lengthens  man's  range  of 
sight  into  space  by  as  much  as  10  times 
that  now  possible  with  mirrored  telescopes 


even  of  the  largest  dimensions.  It  permits 
an  expanding  range  of  Inquiry  into  short- 
wave radiation  such  as  is  Involved  In 
“cosmic  rays"  and  several  other  forms  of 
radiation  known  to  be  received  on  earth, 
principally  but  not  exclusively  from  the 
sun.  For  a number  of  rearons  this  type 
of  research  has  become  important,  as 
answers  are  sought  for  much  unexplained 
phenomena  of  interstellar  space. 

The  Cowichan  Valley,  on  Vancouver 
Island,  was  among  a number  of  places 
considered  in  British  Columbia  for  the 
location  of  the  new  radio-telescope,  which 
will  In  fact  be  one  of  the  largest  of  ita 
kind  In  the  world.  Unfortunately  artificial 
interference  from  television  and  other 
sources  rendered  the  Island  site  imprac- 
ticable. At  Penticton,  aet  In  one  of  the 
best  shielded  places  In  the  province  from 
this  standpoint,  Canada's  latest  establish- 
ment when  built  will  be  sure  of  a long 
and  uninterrupted  run.  Its  staff  will  be 
in  touch  with  the  Dominion  observatories 
both  in  Saanich  and  at  Ottawa,  and  its 
readings  of  first  rate  Importance  not  only 
for  themselves  but  also  in  conjunction 
with  what  is  being  done  now  at  the  older 
conventional  Institutions.  Radio-telescopes 
are  "as  new  as  tomorrow."  and  Canada's 
deci.sion  to  build  a most  powerful  one 
will  be  welcomed  In  scientific  circles 
generally. 


Second  Thought  May  Save  $30,000 


A SECOND  look  at  anything  that  is 
going  to  cost  a lot  of  money  is 
usually  worth  taking,  and  In  the  case 
of  the  Fountain  Circle  reconstruction  plan 
may  result  in  a saving  of  SiV).000  or  more 
for  th'*  city  taxpayers.  Some  months  ago 
the  city  council  was  eager  to  "press  on 
regardless"  with  reorganization  of  the 
sj’stem  of  traffic  control,  introducing  a 
scheme  of  one-way  streets  and  Intricate 
automatic  controls  for  w'hirh  no  one — 
not  even  hired  experts — would  guarantee 
success.  At  the  last  minute,  howex'er. 
wiser  counsel  prevailed  and  the  council 
derided  to  wail  and  see  what  effect  the 
opening  of  the  new  Point  Ellice  Bridge 
and  establishment  of  Bay  Street  as  an 
artery  would  have  on  traffic  at  the 
Fountain. 

The  Bay  Street  plan  ii  not  in  opera- 
tion yet.  but  already  there  has  been  an 
appreciable  les.sen!ng  of  pressure  on  the 
roundabout,  even  with  the  Christmas  rash 
on.  This  Improvement  v'*as  noticeable 
before  the  hridge  was  put  Into  service, 
and  can  be  attributed  to  the  action  of 


the  traffic  department  in  taking  advan- 
tage of  this  year's  change  In  provincial 
law  allowing  the  right-hand  rule  to  be 
reversed  at  Intersections  bearing  "Yield 
right  of  way"  signs.  Now  that  drivers 
approaching  the  circle  must  defer  to  those 
w'ho  have  entered  It  from  other  streets 
before  them  there  is  nothing  like  the 
confu.sion  which  used  to  occur  previously 
when  a single  driver  standing  firm  on 
the  old  rule  could  bring  all  other  traffic 
in  the  roundabout  to  a standstill 

It  took  a little  time  for  motorisix. 
especially  the  timid  ones,  to  adjust  them- 
selves to  the  new  order,  but  on  the  whole 
the  circle  Is  now  functioning  as  smoothly 
as  can  be  expected  of  any  multi-street 
Intersection,  and  anyone  who  complains 
of  delay  mast  be  a very  impatient  person 
Indeed.  At  this  moment  there  U no  appar- 
ent need  for  costly  reconstruction  of  the 
roundabout,  and  if  the  Bay  Street  scheme 
brings  the  further  improvement  expected 
of  It  the  council  should  feel  safe  In  rescind- 
ing ita  decision  and  applying  the  S30.000 
to  much  more  urgent  traffic  projects 
elsewhere. 


A Man  of  Distinction 


From  private  to  field-marshal  Is  a 
gamut  few  men  achieve,  and  it  is 
thus  accorded  high  distinction.  In  the 
case  of  Oliver  M.  Martin  to  progres.s  from 
bugler  boy  to  brigadier  was  almost  equally 
distinctive — for  Mr.  Martin  was  an  Indian. 
He  had  to  overcome  the  prejudice  of  race, 
the  indifference  of  government,  the  diffi- 
culties facing  a boy  without  funds  or 
background.  Yet  he  won  out  In  the  end. 

When  he  died  this  week  in  a Toronto 
hospital  the  Six  Natioas  Indian  held  an- 
other dlstlnction~he  was  a magistrate, 
the  first  of  his  race  In  Ontario.  Before 
that,  as  well  as  being  a soldier,  he  had 
l>een  a teacher.  That  Is  to  say.  he  had 
the  wit.  the  courage  and  the  determina- 
tion to  make  his  way  against  great  odds, 
under  conditions  one  hopes  do  not  obtain 
so  generally  today. 

When  he  was  a boy  on  the  reserv'e,  for 
Instance,  a government  department  turned 
down  a request  from  his  tribal  chiefs 
for  funds  to  educate  him  and  another 
young  Indian  as  lawyers.  When  he  came 
back  to  Canada  after  serving  overseas 
in  the  first  w'ar  he  was  again  denied 
assistance,  this  time  for  a university  edu-

cation.  In  spite  of  these  setbacks  he 
enriched  Canadian  life  by  his  endeavors, 
so  that  when  the  second  war  came  along 
he  was  fitted  to  hold  important  .military 
command. 

Victorians  remember  the  then  Briga- 
dier Martin  well.  He  commanded  a 
brigade  in  the  Nanaimo  district  for  some 
time  and  in  one  epochal  march  to  this  city 
he  aroased  great  Interest  by  his  martial 
fitness  and  personality.  His  brigade  had 
a smart  reputation,  and  it  bore  the  stamp 
of  the  man  who  commanded  it. 

Oliver  Martin's  life-story,  now  un- 
fortunately ended  at  a comparatively 
early  stage.  Is  one  that  Is  worth  reflection. 
Some  other  Indians  have  also  made  their 
mark — the  Halda  tribe's  Dr.  Peter  Kelly 
is  one — but  all  Indians  have  to  proceed 
upstream  agaiast  the  current.  The  help- 
ing hand  is  all  too  often  held  hack  Briga- 
dier Martin  did  more  for  Canada  than 
Canada  did  for  him.  He  is  a reminder 
that  among  this  country's  original  citi- 
zens there  Is  latent  talent  that  needs  only 
opportunity  and  encouragement  to  bring 
it  forth.  And  Canada  will  not  do  its  duty 
until  these  become  widespread  and  ac- 
cepted as  part  of  offlda)  rtsponafbiUty.

Old-timers  could  relate,  too.  how 
they  had  listened  to  dehetes  In  the 
main  "birdcage"  when  some  of  Ihe 
legislators,  believing  the  Crown  land 
tress  of  Vancouver  Island  would  pro- 
vide good  opportunities  for  folk  seek- 
ing homesteads,  were  agitating  for 
the  promoilon  of  settltmenis  at  sev- 
eral selected  spots  favored  by  BC-'s 
department  of  lands.  Victorian*  of 
another  era  would  lell  of  how 
settlers  were  Induced  to  take  up 
hon'esleada  along  the  San  Juan  River 
henchianda.  with  promises  of  a road 
to  connect  with  Sooke  roada  Into  Vic- 
toria 

ThI*  waa  a likely  looking  area  for  a 
home-aeeker  I remember  accompany- 
ing one  of  Ihe  original  settler*  to  the 
*rene  of  the  *et!lement  on  the  San 
Juan  some  25  years  after  he  and 
others  had  abandoned  the  location 
when  It  became  evident  road  prom- 
ises would  not  be  completed.  Arriving 
there  we  had  to  cut  our  way  through 
a gro%e  of  second  growth  about 
twenty-five  feet  In  height  to  find  Ihe 
remains  of  hla  old  log  rabln.

phraaed  and  umed  to  achieve  the 
maxi  mum  propa- 
ganda effect  and 
Ihe  propaganda  in 
It  was  properly  dis 
mussed  by  Dlefen- 
baker aa  being  "of 
Ihe  Olmsieat  kind. 

Yet  what  of  the 
parts  of  the  letter 
that  may  not  be 
propaganda? 

It  will  be  impossible  for  Dlefen- 
baker to  reject  the  letter  out  of  hand, 
without  making  Foreign  Minister 
Smith  look  very  foolish  indeed.  It 
was  only  a fortnight  ago  that  Smith 
ripped  Washingion  for  rejecting 
Ruastin  proposal*  without  giving 
them  real  consideration. 

There  la  no  knowledge  here  of  Bul- 
ganin's charge  that  the  U.S.  and 
Canada  are  disrus.*lng  storage  of 
atomic  weapons  and  esubUahlng  U.S. 
rocket  ba.se*  In  Canada.  However.  It 
U likely  that  military  planners  In 
both  Washington  and  Ottawa  have 
been  weighing  these  poxslbilltie*. 

Bulganin's  warning  of  what  might 
happen  to  countries  which  provide 
fartllllea  or  storage  for  American 
atomic  weapons  Is  a thinly-veiled 
threat.  But  the  threatened  conse- 
quence 1*  no  more  than  what  we  al- 
ready would  expect  would  befall 
Canada  in  a new  world  war. 


In  a sense,  then,  it  1*  ''aafe"  to  dis- 
regard Bulganin's  warning,  not  be- 
cause of  lack  of  danger  but  because 
the  course  against  which  he  warns 
does  not  increase  the  danger.  How- 
ever, this  unenhanced  danger  Is  ter- 
ribly real  and  It  behooves  us  lo  give 
the  most  rsreful  consideration  lo  pro- 
posal* for  decreasing  It.  no  matter 
whence  they  come  Even  from  Russia. 

One  Bulganin  proposal  la  for  a new 
summit  conferenre.  presumably  of 
the  Big  Three  or  Big  Four.  A ilmilar 
meeling  in  1955  tended  to  lull  the 


West  Into  a false  feeling  of  security, 
but  the  changed  balance  of  power  as 
a result  of  Ihe  Rus.slan  K*BM  and 
sputniks  should  prevent  anythlng'bui 
concrete  result*  at  a new  summit 
. meeting  from  reducing  the  West's 
vlgiUnce. 

There  are  arguments  against  such 
a meeting  now-  that  we  should  nego- 
tiate only  from  strength,  that  we 
shouldn’t  risk  giving  the  Russian* 
another  propaganda  opportunity  and 
the  state  of  President  Elsenhower's 
health,  with  memories  In  mind  of 
Russian  gains  from  s sick  Roosevelt 
at  Yalta. 

.‘?miih  phrawJ  It  well  when  he 
called  for  negotiation  with  the  .Soviets 
*'at  any  or  all  levels  from  which  posi- 
tive contributions  fotsard*  our  ulti- 
mate goal  lof  peace  and  disarms- 
menO  could  conceivably  emerge  " It 
la  obvious  that  such  contributions 
could  emerge  from  a conference  with 
the  Rusatan  leaders.  Already  we  face 
their  nuclear  missiles  across  the 
polar  tee  cap.  Would  it  endanger  us 
more  to  face  their  talk  across  ■ 
conference  table? 


Another  Bulgamn  propos.il  which 
the  West  might  well  weigh  I*  for  a 
pact  guaranteeing  Ihe  present  state 
of  atomic  disarmament  of  the  two 
GermanyA  Poland  and  rrechoslo- 
vakla.  In  ether  word*,  a non  atomic 
buffer  zone  through  Central  Euro^w. 

This  ts  not  original  with  Bulganin. 
It  was  propoaed  by  the  Polish  foreign 
minister.  Raparkl.  to  the  UN  Assem- 
bly Oct.  2.  Poland,  having  annexed 
large  areas  In  eastern  Germany  in 
im.5.  fear*  an  Irredentist  West  Ger 
many  armed  with  atomic  weapons. 
Perhaps  without  that  fear.  Poland 
would  not  lean  so  heavily  on  Russia. 
This  in  Itself  might  be  a good  argu- 
ment for  keeping  atomic  weapons  out 
of  West  Germany,  even  If  the  pro- 
posed buffer  tone  would  not  also  be 
a small  first  a'ep  towards  Ihe  limita- 
tion of  nuclear  weapon*

SENATOR  T.  A.  ( RFKAR:  ...  In 
ihB  day  and  generation  there  are. 
It  appears  to  me  widely  conflicting 
opinions  as  to  what,  we  really  mean 
when  we  fling  around,  rather  lonaely 
at  times,  the  term  "education"  .Some 
people  hold  that  It  la  s preparation  of 
our  youth  for  the  struggle  In  life  I 

more  than  the  sharpening  o'  Ihe  > • \ 
and  (he  talons  of  the  Individual  so 
that  he  may  the  more  successfully 
prey  upon  his  fellow  man  Thai  Is  a 
wholly  mistaken  concept  of  Mk  pur- 
pose Primarily  It  I*  the  mental  de- 
velopment of  the  Individual,  but  it  Is 
not  limited  to  that  If  M ia  adequate  it 
make*  a contribution  to  hit  spiritual, 
moral  and  cultural  and  1 would  add 
~his  phyaical  development. 

When  a man  has  run  the  gamut  of 
hia  years  of  education,  what  ahould 
he  poaaeM?  If  the  process  has  been 
successful,  one  consequence  la  a real- 
ization and  an  understanding  of  (ha 
Importance  of  dlacipline  in  life.  It 
seems  to  me  that  in  these  days  we  do 
not  put  enough  emphasis  on  Ihe  Im- 
portance of  discipline,  not  only  In  our 
family  associations  but  In  the  broader 
aspect  of  our  human  relationships. 


Discipline  la  essential.  If  there  was 
any  glory  and  grandeur— as  ! belicv# 
there  wa.s  -in  the  old  Scottish  system 
of  education  It  arose  largely  from  the 
Importance  it  a.sslgnM  to  discipline. 

To  the  young  lad  or  girl  entering  Into 
active  life,  going  lo  school,  getting 
his  or  her  preparation  for  the  years 
lhat  lie  beyond,  noihlng  1*  more  Im- 
purtant  than  an  understanding  of  the 
meaning  and  purpose  of  discipline 
Hon.  >lr.  Kuler;  Whai  Is  discipline? 
Hon.  Mr.  rperar:  Ti  is  self-control, 
and  it  la  ihe  recognition  of  (he  rights 
of  others. 

Another  product  one  1*  entitled  to 
ex(>ert  from  a good  eHlucatlonal  sv^ 
tern  1*  intellec  tual  integrity  There  ia 
1 believe,  nothing  of  greater  import- 
ance to  the  individual  in  his  assorla- 
tions  with  his  fellow  men.  What  do 
we  mean  by  Intellectual  honesty"  I? 
means  Ihe  courage  and  ability  to 
ihink  clearly  and  honestly. 

If  a young  man  ha*  a well-rounded 
education  when  he  comes  out  of  unl- 
veraity.  he  will  have  much  of  tti* 
spirll  of  toleration.  Almost  eternally 
human  being*  fail  Into  conflict  with 
each  other.  *o  what  a fine  thing  It 
Is  to  he  able  to  tr>'  to  understand  each 
others  viewpoint  I was  very  mui'h 
Impressed  the  other  day  when  my 
honorable  colleague  from  Waterloo, 
while  diacuMing  the  internaMonal 
sc-ene  pleaded  that  we  lr>-  lo  under- 
stand the  point  of  view  of  those  op- 
petsved  In  ua  In  our  human  relation- 
ships  and.  Indeed  In  all  our  relation- 
ship* In  life  Thai  is  a fundamental 
.need. 

We  should  have  a good  deal  of  tha 
milk  of  human  kindness  fixed  In  our 
mode  of  life  when  we  leave  unlver* 
*ity.  Tliat  Is  an  essential  thing  in  help- 
ing u*  to  overcome  any  difference  of 
opinion  that  may  exlsi. 

A university  will  he  making 
another  Important  conirihullon  'o 
graduate's  well-being  if  it  I'm  help 
him  acquire  a sense  of  humor  that 
will  ennhie  him  to  laugh  at  hlm«elf.  if 
nece*.sary  TTiere  i*  no  more  saving 
grace  in  Ihe  relationships  w^  hold 
with  each  other  than  that  of  a sense 
of  humor.

rhild'*  life  That  1*  basic.  The  home 
Is  where  Ideal*  are  ImpIantH  In  the 
young,  unfolding  mind  There  is 
where  you  gel  in  the  wise  home  the 
first  lesson*  In  il»e  importan>'e  of 
diwipline.  and  It  la  in  the  very  early 
^ear*  when  the  v’slue  of  truth  and  of 
honesty  in  our  dealing*  »lih  one 
an«'ther  I*  Implanted  In  Ihe  childish 
mind 

I grew  up  nut  nn  the  hard  bltlen 
prairie*  of  Western  Canada,  where 
mv  father  was  a pioneer  who  settled 
in  the  rural  district  In  IBR1  when  t 
waa  five  year*  nf  age  Our  home  wa* 
typical  of  the  homes  In  that  Scottish 
frontier  community.
